The 
remedy, they said, was increased con- 
fidence on the part of businessmen 
which would lead them to take up the 
credit offered for purposes of expand-

Both President Roosevelt and Jones 
were speakers at the convention. The 
resident said that as quickly as the 
anks began supplying credit in vol- 
ume, just so quickly would govern- 
ment lending be abridged. Jones, how- 
ever, told the bankers bluntly that 
unless they loaned to industry, the 
government would. 

Since its creation, the corporgtion 
has authorized loans totalling $8,415,- 
000,000, which have tided over hun- 
dreds of banks, building and loan as- 
sociations, railroads, farm mortgage 
companies, insurance companies ' and 
other financial institutions. It has 
advanced $706,000,000 to other gov- 
ernment, agencies and $1,216,000,000 
to the states for relief. 

Of the aggregate authorizations, 
$724,000,000 has been canceled and 
$1,216,000,000 not called for. This 
money is available to the borrowers 
and to banks whose capital structure 
may need strengthening by the pur- 
chase of preferred stock and capital 
notes, a procedure by which the RFC 
has made strong going concerns of 
many previously weak banks.

Temporary Insanity Claimed. 

Defense Attorney Allen began his 
argument with the citation of various 
casés bearing upon temporary insan- 
ity, and held that if the killing took 
place as the state contended the crime 
itself is ample proof that it was not 
the act of a rational person. He also 
dwelt upon the testimony of a physi- 
cian called as a witness by the state, 
who admitted under cross-examination 
that he believed the defndant insane 
at the time of the shooting. 

Other cases were cited to show 
that even if the defendant shot and 
killed King in defense of her middle- 
aged sister's honor, she was justified 
under the law in deing so. 

“Sister and sister, brother and 
brother, stand on a par with parents 
under our supreme court decisions in 
their right to protect the virtue of one 
another. and if Mrs. Koester killed 
George King believing that it was nec- 
essary in order to prevent improper 
relations with King. it was her right 
under the law to do so,” he said.

LONDON, Nov. 21.—(4)—Great 
Britain, facing Japan’s stubborn stand 
for full naval equality, today asked 
the United States for another confer- 
ence to see what can be done to save 
the principle of naval limitation from 
the scrap heap. 

Soft-spoken Tsuneo Matsudaira, 
Tokyo's ambassador in London and 
Japanese delegate to tri-power naval 
conversations hefé, told Sir John Si- 
mon, British foreign minister, again 
today that Japan declined flatly to 
modify her original demand for naval 
arms equal to Britain's and Ameri- 
ca’s. 

The diplomat made equally clear 
Japan’s refusal to discuss political 
questions affecting the Pacific in con- 
nection with the naval conversations 
—so clear, in fact, that the British 
decided to drop their proposal made 
yesterday that Japan agree to guar- 
antee China’s integrity and the peace 
of the Pacific. _. 

With the deadlock holding the naval 
talks unbroken, British circles admit- 
ted any chance for preserving the prin- 
ciples of naval limitation embodied in 
the Washington and London naval 
treaties seemed slight indeed. 

The British delegation, however, 
seemed slightly less pessimistic, ap- 
parently hoping that meeting with the 
Americans Friday might result in 
some new approach to compromise. 

A British plan designed to end the 
impasse, which involved giving Japan 
equality in principle while denying it 
to her in fact, was rejected by Japan. 

British quarters, after the meeting 
with the Japanese today, declined to 
confirm the fact that political issues 
has been raised Monday and today by 
Simon and Matusdaira. 


JAPANESE ARMY SPURNS 
DIPLOMATS’ STRATEGY 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 21.—(#)—Ja- 
pan’s army, spurning conciliatory tac- 
tics of Japanese diplomats, today 
warned China “there is no hope that 
the army will change” its attitude to- 
ward China until the Nanking gov- 
ernment abandons its “revolutiouary 
diplomacy.” 

A statement issued by the Japanese 
military attache, after the Japanese 
military officers stationed in various 
parts of China had conferred here for 
two days, accused the Chinese gov- 
ernment of trying to delay enforce- 
ment of several items in the Tangku 
armistice agreement. 

(The armistice at Tangku, signed 
May 31. 1933, ended Japan’s drive in 
north China which in two years of 
intermittent warfare cost China more 
than 50,000 men and the Japanese 
10.000. ) 

The statement, ending several 
months of comparative calm in Sino- 
Japanese relations, was in sharp con- 
trast to the more moderate opinion 
voiced by Akira Ariyoshi, Japanese 
minister to China, who returned to- 
day from ‘Peiping.

sons. So far as such treatment con- 
cerns sore throat, 
ever the ailment may be, one might 
as well use the medicine to wash 
down the sink. The germs causing the 
sore throat have invaded the tissues 
and are byond the reach of any 
antiseptic. However, members of the 
Wiseacre family derive a sense of 


trighteousness from gargling, as they 


do from a mid-week bath. 

Gargling is not only painful but 
objectionable when there is a severe 
sore throat. It is objectionable be 
cause it stirs up things when, in 
the presence of acute inflammation, 
absolute rest is indicated. 

An instructive study of the value of 
gargiing has been made by Drs. Wil- 
liam Snow and J. E. Stern, who made 
a series of X-ray films of subjects 
in the act of gargling with a thin 
liquid suspension of barium sulphate 
(which gives an X-ray shadow). Some 
of the subjects gargied gently; some 
argied violently; some just tilted the 
ome backward to allow the liqnid to 
run as far backward as possible with- 
out gargling. The pictures showed that 
with all three methods of gargling the 
tongue is firmly ~ressed against the 
soft palate in such a position that the 
liquid cannot reach the anterior pil- 
lars. those folds of mucous mem- 
brane bordering the tonsils on front. 
Only when a subject interrupted his 
gargling to take a breath of air, did

“At the same time, the interstate 
commerce commisison should be given 
the authority to reduce the rate of 
the contract at any time during the 
period if the business of the air car- 
rier warrants. 

“High speed planes, safer planes, a 
continual improvement in equipment 
and services are changing the avia- 
tion picture. The time is not far dis- 
tant when no further subsidy will be 
needed for them. The department is 
continually co-operating to help bring 
this about.”

May Increase Payment. 

Officials said today that the parity 
payment might be increased by a 
flat cent a pound next season, bring- 
ing to 2 cents. This remains to be 
decided, as does the amount of re- 
duction in the rental outlays. One 
suggestion under consideration is that 
the average rental payment ‘per lint 
pound be reduced 1 1-2 cents, leaving 
the figure at 2 cents. The parity pay- 
ments would be raised accordingly. 

A reduction in cotton exports for 
the season which began August 1 and 
domestic consumption below normal 
caused Secretary Wallace to fear that 
the maximum acreage curtailment 
should be made. 

10,000,000-Bale Surplus. 

The cotton surplus on August 1 was 
over 10,000,000 bales, the third larg- 
est on record despite the plow-up cam- 
paign in 1933 and the program this 
year. 

Some cotton interests contended 
that curtailment in America, along 
with the 12-cent loan plan, had in- 
creased the cost of the domestic staple 
to the advantage of foreign growths. 

They urged relaxation of acreage 
restrictions but Secretary Wallace ex- 
pressed the view that lack of foreign 
purchasing power had more to do 
with the drop in exports than the 
price of the staple.

Brain’s ‘Light’ Shown 
In Scientific Clinic 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Noy. 21.— 
(P)—Light that is locked up inside 
the brain was made to shine vis- 


ibly in a dark room at the Cleve- 
land clinie today, giving new evi- 
dence that the cells of the body 
give off radiant energy. 

The brain “light” was shown as 
part of a demonstration prepared 
for members of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences by Dr. George 
Crile, head of the clinic. It was 


generated in a solution of proteins 
taken from a calf brain when oxy- 
gen was added to the solution. and 
glowed for a few seconds like a 
weak electric light bulb. 

Such light, or radiant’energy, is 
given off by all body cells after be- 
ing absorbed from sunlight, Dr. 
Crile believes. The snn, he holds, 
thus “shines” again in the proto- 
plasm of the body.

FMPLOYES UPHELD 
IN CHOOSING UNION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(?P)— 
The labor relations board today 
skirted a delicate final decision on 
company unions, ruling that “ordi- 
narily,” the choice betwen such unions 
and standard labor organizations, 
where “good or bad,’ must rest. with 
the employes themselves, 

In a nevertheless path-making de- 
cision, applying directly to two«Ohio 
rubber companies, the board held that 
only in “extreme cases should the 
name of a company union be excluded 
amg the ballot in an industrial elee- 
ion. 

The ruling was regarded by ob- 
servers here as a clear indication 
that the board does not intend to bind 
itself to the American Federation of 
Labor’s policy that company unions 
were necessarily bad, in many cases 
illegal, and should be :.bolished alto- 
gether. Circumstances should de- 
termine cases, the board said in ef- 
fect. 

The board took its stand in orderinz 
an election among the employes of 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany of Akron, Ohio, and dismissing 
the United Rubber Workers’ motion 
that the employes’ conference plan be 
excluded from the ballots. 

At the same time, with a similar 
statement on an “inside” labor organi- 
zation, the board ordered an election 
at B. F. Goodrich Company’s Akron 
rubber plant. 

“Since the election is to determine 
a choice of representatives for collec- 
tive bargaining,” said the board, “we 
may, in extreme cases, be justified in 
refusing a place on the ballot to an 
organization or plan of representation 
which by its very terms is incapable 
of serving as a collective bargaining 
agency. 

“Tis however, we should rarely 
have occasion to do, since ordinarily 
the choice, good or bad, is for the 
employes to make.”

WAR VET DEATHS SET 
AT 30,000 ANNUALLY 


Cost of Veterans in 1935-36 
Expected To Total 
$700,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 21.—(4)— 
World War veterans are dying at the 
rate of more than 80 every day,°or 
about 30,000 a year. 

These figures, with many others, 
have been furnished the budget bu- 
reau by the veterans’ administration 
in connection With appropriation esti- 
mates for the next fiscal year. 

The estimates will not be made 
public until submitted to congress in 
January, but officials expect the ap- 
propriation to be much higher than 
for the current yeap—$546,748,000. 
The figure does not include the $100,- 
000,000 estimated as necessary to pay 
for benefits voted by the last con- 
gress over President’s Roosevelt's ob- 
jections. 

This $100,000,000, which will be 
submitted in a deficiency estimate for 
this year’s expenses, also will be car- 
ried in next year’s appropriation.

FOUR SPECIES? 

Whether Brewster's Warbler and 
Lawrence’s Waroler are to be consid- 
ereG as species or not depends en- 
tirely on your concept of what a 
species is. Evidently the committee 
no nomenclature aud taxonomy of the 
American Ornithologists’ Union does 
not believe that they are valid. As 
for myself, I am net in a position to 
pass judgment. 

We might outline briefly what is 
now known about these birds and let 
you decide for yourself. It is a 
story of the misuse of scientific nom- 
enclature if the birds are not spe 
cies. a 
' To begin with we bave what seem 
to*be two well-detined species. These 
are the blue-winzed warbler and the 
gajden-winged warbler. The two birds 
are eertainly distinct from each other. 
One is yellow golden over the face 
and from the bill backward aiong the 
underside, olive over the back, and 
with blue gray wings bearing two 
white bars. This 1s the blue-winged 
warbler. The zolden-winged, on the 
other hand has a biack line from the 
bil! through the eye and _ another 
broadening band on the throat. The 
crown is yellow. Hetween this yellow 


crown and the first -lack stripe ed 


is a band of white, The back is more 
gray than that of the blue-wing. while 


the belly is light gray. The wings are 
of the same color as the black but 
have a golden patch at the shoulder. 

Now if you will consider the black 
about the head lifted bodily and placed 
over the face of the blue-winged. war- 
bler, you will have a fairly good. pic- 
ture of the one cailed Lawrence War- 
bler, which has been given the name 
Vermivora lawrence. Brewster’s war- 
bler has the white wing bars of the 
bluewing in a shade of gold and has 
not the heavy black face pattern of 
the golden-wing, vuut otherwise is very 
similar to that bird. 

It has been rather definitely stated 
that both Brewster's and Lawrence’s 
Warblers are the result of interbreed- 
ing on the part of the blue-winged and 

lden-winged warblers. Somewhere I 
ae an exact statement as to which 
cross produces which, but lately there 
has developed a tendency to discount 
this explanation. in view of the fact 
that numbers of intergrades have been 
found which agree with none of the 
four species. So the last edition of 
the check-list of North American birds 
relegates the Brewster and the Law- 
rence warblers to the status of ques- 
tionable form’. This brings up the 
question as to whether or not the blue- 
and golden-winged ere entitled to full 
specific status. That's what species 
will do to you.

TVA PLANS TO BUILD 


NEW $22,000,000 DAM 


Power Unit Will Be Cons 
structed on Tennessee at 
Pickwick Landing. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 21.— 
()—The Tennessee Valley Authority 
today authorized the construction of 
a $22,000,000 navigation and flood 
control dam on the Tennessee river 
near Pickwick Landing in southwest- 
ern Tennessee. , 

Provision will be made for later 
power ‘installation which will consist 
of six units of 34,000 kilowatt capa- 
city or a total of 204,000 kilowatts. 

The Pickwick dam site is located 
about eight miles upstream from 
Shiloh battlefield and about 10 miles 
north of the state line juncture of 
Mississippi, Alabama and Tennessee. 

It is the third dam to be built by 
the Authority in its program for a 
unified development of the Tennes- 
see basin’s water resources. 

Two power dams are now under 
construction—the $34,000,000 Norris 
dam on the Clinch river in east Ten- 
nessee and the $38,000.000 Joe 
Wheeler dam on the Tennessee river 


in Alabama, 15 miles above Muscle 
Shoals. ’ 
Pickwick dam, Carl A. Bock. assist- 
ant chief engineer, announced, will 
have an overall] length of 7,710 feet, 
nearly one and one-half miles. This 
includes two earth d sections, one 
on the north bank 035 feet long 
and one on the south bank 4,650 feet 
long.

TALMADGE RAPS HIKE 
IN COAL FREIGHT RATES 


Governor Talmadge Wednesday is- 
sued a statement in which he said 
that a proposed increase in freight 
rates on coal coming into Georgia 
from the Kentucky and West Virginia 
fields would be extremely detrimental 
to the state. :

Jack Vogele, of Cincinnati, a rep- 
resentative of Appalachian Coals, 
Inc., said here Wednesday that if the 
proposed increase in rates is approved 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion it will result in an increase of 
about 30 cents a tone in most of the 
coal being shipped into Georgia.

Pacific Coast Voting Se- 
cretly for Nomination. 
Stanford Favored.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 21.—(@)— 
The west’s representative for the Rose 
tournament football game at Pasa- 
dena January 1, 1935, probably Stan- 
ford, will be named by the Pacific 
coast conference here Monday. 

This announcement was made today 
by Professor Hugh C. Willett, of the 
University of. Southern California, 
who is president of the faculty rep- 
resentatives of the group. The 10 
members of the conference are cast- 
ing secret ballots now. 

Power to select the western team 
was put in the hands of the confer- 
ence last year by the tournament of 
Roses committee of Pasadena as a di- 
rect result of adverse criticism from 
several sources over selections made 
in the past. 

As in other years, however, the in- 
vited team from the east, south or 
middle-west, will get its bid from the 
institution selected, independent of the 
coast conference, 

Since the group does not recognize 
an official grid champion, a system 
for selection of the western team has 
been worked out whereby the team 
given the highest rating after the votes 
are counted is chosen. 

“Each school will send in code its 
rating of all 10 teams of the confer- 
ence, said Professor Willett. “How 
the institutions arrived at their choice 
depends entirely on their own individ- 
ual methods. In the case of Southern 
California the. faculty representative 
meets with the coach of its team, the 
captain and the athletic director. To- 
gether they work out a conference rat- 
ing. I think most of the schools fol- 
low the same plan. 

“The numbers corresponding to the 
positions in the standings each school 

ets are totaled and the one with the 
owest total will be selected. In_ the 
case of a tie for: first place the low- 
est totals, which necessarily would 
include three or more teams, will be 
taken and those three or more will be 
voted on again, excluding all the 
athers.”’

Commissioner Zack Cravey thought 
the fitst order for the new license 
buttons woyld carry Georgia through 
at least until January. That order 
called for 55,800 licenses of four de- 
nominations. Initial shipments were 
made to license agents with the expec- 
tation that they would reorder from 
time to time. Before the last agent 
had ‘ received his first shipment the 
first ones chosen were calling for 
additional iicenses. A check-up called 
for an additional 10,000 buttons. Be- 
fore the manufacturers could deliver 
orders were booked ahead for the full

number. An additional 10,000 order 
was placed, with the same result. The 
third order was shipped out of At- 
lanta Monday, leaving the départ- 
ment’s headquarters with a balance of 
64 licenses on hand out of 10,000 
that were received Saturday. That 
makes more than 85.000 hunting li- 
censes for Georgia this year and stil’ 
another order placed Wednesday for 
10,000 more. . 

While license salés may reach the 
100,000 mark in Georgia this year, 
the revenue cannot be estimated from 
the number of licenses sold. Agents’ 
commissions are deductéd from the 
retail price of the license, which varies 
with the residence of the hunter and 
whether he hunts in his own county 
or goes to some other part of the 
state. Commissioner Cravey expressed 
his appreciation of the fact that hunt- 
ers are buying their licenses in a radio 
address over WGST and thankéd them 


for théir co-operation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(UP) 
A model cost accounting system, «le- 
signed to level inequalities in admin- 
istrative relief costs between various 
states, was prepared today by the fed- 
eral emergency relief administration 
as an answer to. demands for con- 
gressional investigation. 

FERA officials said approximately 
11:3 per cent of the millions they 
distribute for relief goes to pay ad- 
ministrative costs. They consider 
this figure satisfactory. Any figure 
below 14 per cent is not inconsistent 
with management of so large an en- 
terprise, they say. 

Considerable differences exist, how- 
ever, in administrative costs between 
various states. Senator William E.

FERA officials hope there will be no 
need for it if they can bring states’ 
figures nearer a model percentage.

“Our superiority in aircraft has en- 
abled us to develop the markets of the 
world to a point where in 1933 our 
foreign turnever exceeded in value the 
combined exports of our two greatest 
competitors among European nations. 

*‘Parenthetically, I may state that 
the irony of this achievement is, that 
by this large share of foreign trade 
and an improved domegtic market, we| 
have arvused the avidity of certain 
critical citizens and aliens.

“A manifestation of this propagan- 
da has been the recent resurrection of 
the hoax about an aircraft trust, an 
illusion which was last laid to rest by 
the Lampert congressional committee 
in 1925. 

“Such propaganda is undoubtedly 
based upon the theory that the quick- 
est, most’ economical and_ effective 
method of lowering the prestige of 
American aviation is to lead public 
opinion to believe, at home or abroad, 
that.our governmental air services are 
inefficient, that the congress and the 
administration are -mystified or at 
cross purposes regarding aviation polli- 
cies, or that our industry cannot pro- 
duce good airplanes. 

“If potential purchasers in this and 
other countries come to regard Amer- 
ican airplanes as deficient, our air- 
plane industry would be greatly in- 
jured. 

“Such a plan if successful would 
permit a few of our crities to hope 
that frustrated ambitions may be real- 
ized and others to feel that certain 
countries could ignore American avia- 
tion in future foreign trade and de- 
fense programs.” 

Mr. Bradley recommended a _ con- 
tinuation of the policy on cross-li- 
censing airplane patents, with such 
modifications from time to time as 
changing conditions require. 

Major William F. Centner. of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, head of the National 
Air Corps Reserve Association, in a 
brief appearance before the commis- 
sion, urged an enlarged government 
program for training air corps re- 
serves.
